In recent years it has become increasingly apparent that 
cooperation between all institutions of higher education 
must assume a higher planning priority as ' cornpetit ion for 
students and scarce resources become greater.^ Likevjise 
inter-institutional cooperation is felt to perhaps be of 
greatest benefit to students who recognize the mission and 
purpose of both private and public institutions, and wish 
to partake of selected educational opportunities from' each. 
Recent statistics seein to indicate increasing upper- 
division enrollments at both private four-year colleges as 
well as regents institutions; these enrollments increasingly 
come from community colleges. 

Therefore William Penn College and Indian Hills Community 
College, in recognition of the above, have jointly adopted 
■ this agreement to (l) identify specific areas of agreement 
between the two institutions; (2) set forth criteria for 
transfering the Associate of Arts, Associate of Applied 
Sciences, and Associate of General Education degrees as the first 
two year component of a baccalaureate degree; (3) provide for a 
continuous evaluation and review of programs, policies, procedures 
and relationships affecting transfer of students between either ■. 
institution; {k) recognize those vocational-technical programs 
which can be articulated into the baccalaureate degree; and 
(5) recommend such revisions as are needed to promote the 
success and general well being of those students we jointly serve. 



Indian Hills Community College and William Penn College 
agree to abide by the following provisions. 

1. Each ir!^^titution shall include i-n its official catalog 

'i section stating the general provisions of tlris agi'-eement. 

2. Tfie catalog in efTect at the time of the student's initial 
enj'olljnent in Indian Hills shall govern tl-jose lower-division- 
level requrr-eirients set forth for the baccalaureate desn-ee. 

3. Conpletion of 60 semester hours or 90 quarter hours resultijTg 
in the receipt of an Associate of Arts,' Associate of Applied 
Science, or an Associate in General Fxiucation degt-ee vail 
serve to satisfy all general education rexjuir-cments for tlie 
baccaiaur-eate degree . 

il. Students enrolling at Indian Falls Conminity College on referral 
from William Fen^i College shall be afforded all rigjits and 
pri^/i. leges enjoyed by all other Indian HiHls Coinrnunity College 
students. 

5. Students tr-ansferincj; from Indian Hills Coirmunity College to 
William Penn College with an Associate degree must have acMeved 
not less than a 2.0 cumulative grade point average. 

6. The fu-ade of "D" wall be accepted for transfer (provi.ded the 
overall ^^raoQ average does not drop be].ow the prescribed 2.0 
level) and will comt toward the baccalaur-eate in the same way 

D" grades earned by students at either institution. 



7. Students accepted by V/illiam Penn College upon the completion 

of an Associate of Arts or an Associate of General Education shall 
be accorded junior level standing with all rights and privileges 
accorded other junior-level students by William Penn College. 
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8. A Joint cooi'dlnatiris coniriiittoe corrrposed of representatives 
fi^om both Colleges sliall ajiJiually review this a^Teenient and 
the experiences of those students so affected. Sui^fiestions 
for such revisions sJiall be irnde througli tlie sxcadeinic 
deans of each institution. 

9. Bx^eriinental progr'ains at both institutions are encouraged. 
Should either institution wish to engage in a specific 
e>X)t;/riir)ental program which varies from the conditions of tliis 
agi'eeinent they shall report such a pj'ogr'am to the coordinating 
cojimLttee prior to its implementation and shall keep the 
committee infonned of tlie progress and outcomes of such 
experin>3ntat i on • 

10. The coordinating conmittee shall review individual cases or appeals 
from students who have (^countered difficulties in transfering 

to either institution. Decisions reached by, the coordinating 
conmittee \d-ll be advisory to the institution concerned. 

11. Strong consideration should be given by each institution to setting 
aside a specific dollar amount to be used for scholarship and/or 
financial aid purposes. 

12. Effective student orientation procedures on the part of each 
cooperating institution would appear to be a logical part of the 
overall articulation effort. 

13. Students may vash to combine courses of study and/or programs 
between institutions ^ they also may wish to change their 
educational objectives after a period of college attendance. 

In recognition of this, William Penn College agrees to accept the 
follov/ing vocational-technical programs at Indian Hills Community 
College as corrpletion of the first two years of the baccalaureate 
degree: Associate Degree Nursing, Cosmetology T^agement, 
Electronic Tec^iriology, Drafting, Agri Business,

do not possess the Associate degree shall have their ti'anscripts 
evaluated on a course by coui-se basis. 

15. Work sheets specifying degree requirements for eacli progrfam and/or 
liiajor vd.ll be kept by a designated cotuiselor at each :lnstitution 
and made available to each student affected by tMc agreement, 
■n-iese worksheets should be kept with this agJ''eement as specific 
instiinces of this relationship.
